Alben W. Barkley, 
favorite of President Roosevelt, 
w as conceded to have 
won the 
D em ocratic nom ination to the U. S. senate over Gov. A. B. (H appy) 
C handler today. 
His indicated m ajority w as 50,000 votes. 
A lthough Chandler, secluded in the executive mansion a t Frankfort, 
declined to m ake a statem ent, his wife, Mildred, and Lieut-Gov. Keen 
Johnson, conceded. 
“H appy is going to m ake a statem ent and congratulate Senator 
Barkley, of course,” Mrs. C handler said. 
U nofficial tabulations of S atu rd ay ’s votes in the D em ocratic pri­ 
m ary gave B arkley 224,601 and Chandler 189,967 in 3,320 of 4,310 
^p recin cts.

FORD MAKES PEACE IN AUTO SUIT 
W A S H I N G T O N — After a long series of 
secret conferences, the Ford Motor 
Company has made its peace with the 
Justice Department regarding its alleged 
violation of the Anti-Trust laws. 
This grew out of an indictment by a 
South Bend. Ind., federal grand jury on 
charges that the Big Three motor com­ 
panies— Ford, General Motors and Chrys­ 
ler— were 
violating 
the 
anti-monopoly 
laws by secretly controlling motor finance 
corporations. 
The suits were based on 
numerous complaints made to the govern­ 
ment by independent dealers and finance 
companies th at the Big Three forced them 
to finance through their own companies. 
Following the indictments, Ford and 
Chrysler opened quiet negotiations with 


I the Anti-Trust Division for an out-of-court 
settlement. 
After several abortive attempts, Ford* 
lawyers last week reached an agreement 
with the Division. 
The Justice Depart­ 
ment agrees to dismiss the anti-monopoly 
suit. 
In return the Ford Company sets up 
a sort of code of fair-trade practice. 
Details ar*1 being kept secret tem porar­ 
ily for two reasons: 
(I) because the 
government wants to submit the agreement 
to the complaining independents for their 
approval before officially announcing it; 
(2) because a similar settlement is in the 
works with Chrysler, 
The Justice D epart­ 
ment hopes to be able to make both agree­ 
ments public at the same time. 
General Motors, in line with its general 
stiff-necked anti-Administration attitude, 
so far has remained aloof from the peace 
negotiations.

SUN G O G G L E S undoubtedly 
save a great deal of eye irritation. 
Those with 
sensitive 
eyes—blue 
and light irises—find them almost 
necessities. 
The summer sunshine 
on motor highway and by beach 
and shore is not badly irritating. If 
you think, however, of what the 
glare of the sun coming through 
the thin air of the mountain peaks 
and reflected from the fields of 
snow will do, you can see that there 
are possibilities of trouble in any

bright, prolonged sunlight. 
The 
mountain snow field glare would 
cluse a severe conjunctivitis to 
anyone who was long enough ex­ 
posed. 
People vary in sensitive­ 
ness to this, and instinctively those 
who would be burned by summer 
sunlight affect goggles. 
Besides the local effect on the 
conjunctiva, goggles prevent head­ 
aches and reflex nervous digestive 
upsets. 
I know of two instances 
where 
migraine 
sufferers 
found 
that going out in the sun without 
goggles brought on attacks. Many 
cases of summer headache must be 
of the same variety. 
Stimulated by an article by Meta 
Rosenthal in the July number of 
Hygeia, I have been investigating 
the varieties and principles of dif­ 
ferent sun goggles. 
After the light rays at either 
end of the spectrum were discov­ 
ered—those invisible to human vis­ 
ion—the invention of glasses to 
strain out some of these rays has 
gone on. 
It is the ultraviolet rays beyond 
the violet end of the spectrum 
which cause the conjunctivitis of 
the unwary mountain climber. 
Some abortive attem pts at m ak­ 
ing colored glasses were made by 
Fieuzel of Paris and Dr. William 
Thompson of Philadelphia in the 
1880’s. 
Thompson 
had 
glasses 


j made with an amethyst tint, and 
since no good formula for making 
amethyst glass existed, opticians 
used old window panes, colored 
amethyst by long exposure to sun­ 
light. 
Such were the crude begin­ 
nings of the modern industry of 
colored glasses. 
Experiments With Colored Lenses 
But in 1909 the Glass Workers 
Cataract Committee of Great Bri­ 
tain engaged Sir Isaac Crookes to 
experiment on adding various m et­ 
als to the ingredien 3 of glass in 
order to produce various colored 
lenses. 
The 
committee was so 
named because they were attem pt­ 
ing to prevent a cataract peculiar 
to glass blowers and considered to 
be due to infra-red rays. 
The result of these experiments 
was the Crookes glasses which are 
now the most popular form of sun 
goggles. They range in color from 
dark gray, almost black, to almost 
white. 
The needs of the aviator, the mo­ 
torist and the fisherman or hunter 
are all somewhat different as re­ 
gards colored glasses. The aviator 
i needs to be relieved of glare, but 
J he also needs glasses that will not 
! cut off the yellow rays of the sun. 
The eye sees over large spaces and 
most clearly by the yellow-green 
j rays of the spectrum. 
Polaroid is a new material much

It consists of 
a film of cellulose with minute crys­ 
tals of iodine in it, cemented be­ 
tween two flat glass discs.
